ACT PROVIDING FOR ERECTION OF WASHROOMS FOR 
EMPLOYEES HELD INVALID. 1 

Section 1 of chapter 20 of the 1920 acts of Kentucky required 
certain employers to provide and maintain washrooms when 30 per 
cent of the employees had voted to notify the employer to erect such 
washroom. This act has been declared unconstitutional by the Court 
of Appeals of Kentucky on the ground of its being a delegation of leg- 
islative power in violation of section 60 of the State constitution.
